The 5¢ through 50¢ notes all feature a 
portrait of Mark Twain on the front 
and, on the back, the riverboat 
"Mississippi." Which I recognized 
immediately. An engraved version of 
the SS Mississippi is featured on the 
1999 souvenir card from the Federal 
Managers series, FM-7. 


Here's the front and back of the 5 cent note for 
those who, like me, have never seen one. 
Along with the matching card. 


The second match is not of a vignette or por- 
trait but a notable design element. This match 
was brought to my attention in the November 
2017 issue of The Numismatist magazine. 


The backs of both the $10 Series 541 MPC and the $10 
1923 Legal Tender note share a famous circular 
design element: the so-called "Poker Chip." But the 
1923 Poker Chip note is arguably one of the most 
expensive notes of the last century.
